General Stephen D. lice Promulgates 
Orders <.'oncoming Confeder¬ 
ate Reunion. 


..New York, April 2 9—MaJ. Ge«. 
Bolling, commander of the Virginia 
division, U. C. V., is appointed chief 
marshal of the parade at the Rich¬ 
mond reunion of the Confederate vet¬ 
erans in a general order issued today 
by Stephen D. Lee, General command¬ 
ing the U. C. V. . ' 

Maj. Gen. BoiUug is aftso directed, 
upon the occasion of the parade, to 
place the senior brigadier general of 
his division in command of the Vir¬ 
ginia division, and give his entire at¬ 
tention to the “Important duty of 
chief marshal.’ The appointment of 
a Virginian as chief marshal Is in ac¬ 
cordance with tha invariable custom 
of choosing this officer from the state, 
in which the reunion Is held. 

Gen. Lee also issued the follow¬ 
ing; 

“It will be eminently fit that tho 
gathering of the gallant remnant of 
the glorious army of Northern Virgin¬ 
ia in the capital city of the Confeder¬ 
acy and on the sacred soli of Virgin¬ 
ia shaill in some way be associated 
with the Immortal name of their great 
leader, Robert E. Lee, the hundredth 
anniversary of wliose birth was cele¬ 
brated with so much affection and en 
thusl&sm throughout the country. 
The General commanding, therefore, 
announces that he has selected as 
orator on this occasion Col. Robert 
E. I>ee, son of Gen. W. H. F. Lee, 
lovingly named by his Virginia asso¬ 
ciates as “Runy” Lee and grandson 
of the great Confederate General.” 

The Confederate Southern Memori¬ 
al Association announced today that 
the eighth annuel convention will be 
held In Richmond from May 30 to 
June2, Inclusive, simultaneously with 
the Confederate reunion.
